In striving to design a Code of 
Conduct for United States fighting 
men, the Defense Advisory Com- 
= weighed opposing points of 

ew. 

The traditional view is that the 
POW stockade is only an extension 
of the battlefield tS the pris- 
oners must be taught to carry on 
the struggle with the only weapons 
remaining — faith and courage. 

The absolute restriction — name, 
rank, number, date of birth, and 
nothing more, has been called the 
“Spartan Code.” 

To some persons, such a restric- 
tive code seemed unrealistic. Espe- 
cially in the light of modern in- 
terrogation methods. Authorities 
on the subject of interrogation in- 
sisted that the iron-bound “nothing 
more” of the Spartan Code was im- 
possible. They pointed out that 
Communist interrogators had bent 
such men of steel as Cardinal 
Mindszenty. Doctors and psychia- 
trists generally conceded that 
“every man has a breaking point.” 
Many prisoners in World War II 
were forced beyond “name, rank 
and serial number.” And near- 
ly every person in Korea di- 
vulged something. Why, then, 
the dissenters asked, should a man 
endure purgatory when his “break- 
ing” was inevitable? This view 
was publicized in an article in a 
popular magazine. It was the au- 
thor’s opinion that American serv- 
icemen should be told that “they 
may sign any document the Com- 
munists want them to, or appear 
on TV and deliver any script the 
Reds hand them.” 

Referring to the case of a Ma- 
rine colonel, the author (Adm. 
Dan Gallery—Ed.) pointed to a fine 
officer who had been coerced into 
signing @ germ warfare confes- 
sion, Why not let American cap- 
tives sign anything at all? The 
United States could announce that 
all such confessions were obtained 
under duress, and therefore in- 


valid. 
In addition to the “Spartan 
view” and the “let them talk 


view” there were numerous ad- 
vocates of in-between measures — 
talk, but don’t say anything.

— germ warfare or some 
eaataedel let hmself in for 
a “war ” charge. Having 
obtained such a confession the. un- 
scrupulous enemy labeled him. a 
war criminal and claimed that-he 
was beyond the protecting Geneva 
Convention. 

The Committee believes that 
this practice is another strong 
reason for our prisoners of war 
adhering te a well defined code 
ef conduct in any future conflict. 

There was much to be said on 
both sides. And there was some- 
thing to be said by experienced 
officers who felt that a man could 
be taught to hold his own in the 
battle of wits against enemy inter- 
rogators. 

The Committee agreed that a 
line of resistance must be drawn 
somewhere and initially as far for- 
ward as possible. The name, rank 
and service number provision of 
the Geneva Conventions is accepted 
as this line of resistance. 


However, it is recognized that 
the POW may be subjected to an 
extreme of coercion beyond his 
ability to resist. If in his battle 
with the interrogator he is driven 
from his first line of resistance he 
must be trained for resistance in 
successive positions. And, to 
stand on the final line to the end 
— no disclosure of vital military 
information and above all no dis- 
loyalty in word or deed to his 
country, his service or his com- 
rades. 

Throughout, the serviceman 
must be responsible for all of his 


actions, 


THE RECOMMENDED CODE: 
After long study and earnest de 
liberation, the Committee came to 
its decision. 

The Committee recommends that 
the proposed Code of Conduct be 
promulgated in the form of an 
Executive Order. The Code de 
mands high standards. To ensure 
achievement of these, each mem- 
ber of the Armed Forees liable to 
capture must be provided with spe- 
cific training designed to equip 
him better to cope with all enemy 
efforts against him. ‘He will be 
fully instructed as to his behavior 
and obligations in combat and in 
the event of capture. 

‘No prisoner of war will be for- 
gotten by the United States. 
The support and care of depen- 
dents of prisoners of war is pre- 
scribed fe Aig Every practical 
means be employed to es- 
tablish contact with, te support 
and te gain the release of all 
prisoners of war.

Throughout his captivity, 
a prisoner should look to his God 
for strength to endure whatever 
may befall. He should remember 
that the United States of America 
will neither forget, nor forsake 
him, and that it will win the ulti- 
mate victory. 

I will never forget that I am 
an American fighting man, re- 
sponsible for my actions, and 
dedicated to the > “er 
which made my country free. 
will trust in my God and in the 
United States of America. 

The provisions of the Uniform 
Code a Military Justice whenever 
appropriate continue to apply to 
members of the Armed Forces 
while they are prisoners of war. 
The conduct of prisoners is sub- 
ject to examination as to the cir- 
cumstances of capture and through 
the period of detention with due 
regard for the rights of the indi- 
vidual and consideration for the 
conditions of captivity. 

The life of a prisoner of war 
never give up 
hope. He must resist enemy in- 
doctrination. _ Prisoners of war 
who stand firm and united against 
the enemy will aid one another in 
surviving this ordeal.

proved a commission for Ens. Pierre Gaston, back-dating it}. 


to his training-school class’ graduation day, and in so-doing 
has made it clear that: . 

“In keeping with the basic American principle of fair 
play and justice, Mr. Gaston’s case has‘been decided on his 
own merits as an adult individual.” 

In short, the Coast Guard, like the Air Force before it, 
was having nothing to do with this un-American doctrine of 
“guilt by blood” which had begun to infect the national 
bloodstream. 

Of course, deciding a case on an individual’s merits is 
more than a “basic American principle.” It is law, written 
into the Constitution in three separate places in the form of 
absolute bans on bills of attainder and rigid restriction of any 
attainder. Bills of attainder are legislative and executive 
punishment of relatives for a principal’s misdeeds, real or 
alleged. Attainder is the same punishment of relatives, but as 
the result of the prinicpal’s conviction in court. 

The Coast Guard’s announcement went on to say that, 
anyway, Gaston’s association with his mother was not close. 
(She had been charged with memberships in subversive 
groups.) This was probably a proper emphasis of Ensign 
Gaston’s personal innocence. But whether a relationship is 
physically “close” or not is no indication in itself of whether 
one subscribes to another’s views, We have all known in- 
stances of people living together but disagreeing with one 
another’s views on politics, religion, economics and so forth. 

In short, whether a person is subversive or patriotic can 
only be determined by his own acts and statements, his own 
voluntary associations. 

Since the various “guilt by blood” cases broke, this 
apology has appeared in print: that the services had no dis- 
cretion in the matter; that by executive order, close associa- 
tion with a subversive required separation from government 
service. 

This is hogwash. 

If a Presidential order required such arbitrary action, 
then the Air Force, in the Radulovich and Branzovich cases, 


and the Coast Guard in the Gaston case, have been in open 
insurrection against their commander-in-chief. 

Certainly, Mr. Eisenhower knows what has been going 
on in these guilt-by-blood cases. It is just too cynical to sup- 
pose that he has allowed violation of his directive in order 
to forestall universal condemnation of his edict as “‘un-Amer- 
ican.” Furthermore, even if he had countenanced violation, 
his political opponents would not have lost the chance to 
attack him for issuing the order. 


The only reasonable presumption, therefore, is that no 
such un-American order exists, and those who said it did 
were merely trying to pass the buck for their actions. 

Essentially, all these cases spring from a spirit of over- 
caution. The man with a Gaston case before him for decision 
will say to himself: “If I keep him out of government, even 
unjustly, I won’t be in half the trouble I will be in later if it 
is charged that I was responsible for the employment of a 
Hiss, a White, or a Peress.” 

These guilt-by-blood cases have had one good result. 
Public opinion has been alerted to the extent to which this 
country imperceptibly had slipped into unconstitutional prac- 
tices. The Senate has begun to probe these cases. A Civil 
Service committee already has heard some. A special sub- 
committee on constitutional rights has been created. Said 
Chairman Hennings (D., Mo.) last week: 


“We have seen people being punished not only for having 
been associated with meetings or organizations, but for asso- 
ciating with their parents who have been associated with 
meetings and organizations. 

“We intend to acquaint the American people with the 
eonflict between these Fence and the constitutional rights 
as they have been authoritatively interpreted.”

CONNECTICUT and New Jersey 
allow bingo at the option of local 
governments. Maryland permits it 
in certain counties. Minnesota, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Vermont and Maine all al- 
low bingo, though some of these 
may also have some local option 
rules, a Library spokesman said. 

Elsewhere, in the 37 other states, 
the general rule seems to be 
against gambling but bingo comes 
under a variety of special circum- 
stances. Rules range from strict 
bans to special dispensations for 
certain types of games. The serv- 
ices may be in for a state-by-state 
canvass before they know defi- 
nitely which posts are in the clear. 

Even where the posts are al- 
lowed to continue bingo, the De- 
fense order puts an end to big cash 
prizes. Clubs and -messes which 
play should “emphasize attractive 
prizes with eye appeal rather than 
cash prizes,” the directive says. 

Limit on the total cash prizes 
awarded for an evening will be 
$100, the order says. Clubs may 
carry over un-won prizes to another 
evening but in no case can an

The first promotion list to #7 
for 27 Sept., 50 was on ) 
of 145 months’ total commission 
service. Now add their fudge fac- 
tor and it gives 157 months as of 
30 June 55. This means that in 
order to be eligible the officer must 
have been commissioned on or be- 
fore May 1942! 


Almost without exception this 
must mean that the officer had 
been passed over in earlier promo- 
tions for him to accrue this amount 
of commissioned service. 


So, rather than rewarding sen- 
iority, this method of selection is 
re -mediocrity. This hanger- 
on will now rank his recent con- 
temporaries (deliberately brought 
about by the former pass-over) and 
be able to continue his own brand 
of performance in a higher and 
more responsible position. 

The only long-range criteria 
which the Army has faithfully fol- 
lowed for officer promotions for 
some years has been: if you wait 
long enough and live long enough, 
eventually it will be your turn. 
Many general officérs and senior 
field grade officers are eager and 
willing to tell you of their early 
days when they were lieutenants 
for 15 or more years, etc. This no 
one can deny, but in those days at 
least that was the ONLY policy 
the Army had. Seniority was IT. 

Not so at present; seniority- is 
only the long-range policy. They 
have a grab bag of other quickies 
as the occasion demands. 

Some of these gems are: 

“Promote on the basis of age.” 
This guy is getting old so we'd bet- 
ter promote him (or integrate him 
at a higher rank). I can just see 
industry using this method of ad- 
vancement! 

“Promote on the basis that the 
officer is getting out of service 
(or perhaps is being recalled into 
service).” This is always good for 
the morale (?) of his former con- 
temporary who elected.to remain 
on duty. More likely than not, ‘he 
still hasn’t been promoted during 
the period that his fellow officer 
decided to try civilian life for a 
while. 

“Promote on the basis of merit.” 
This was the so-called 5% promo- 
tion. It at least was unique in that 
the individual had an opportunity 
to influence his chances beyond the 
normal rule of breathing. How- 
ever, this too fell short in execu- 
tion. | 

Some commanders took this to 

mean that it was mandatory that 
5% of all their officers be sub- 
mitted; others decided that none 
of their officers qualified. Also, 
large segments of the officer corps 
were never considered at all be- 
cause they were in schools, or other 
non-vacancy ents. 
But the death blow to this 
method of selection was adminis- 
tered by the Army GI himself who 
stated in effect that he opposed 
5% because officers 
“need time to mature fully in each 
rank.” 


q 
No exception could be taken to 


this. but for the fact that at the 
same time the Army was still pro- 
moting officers full swing in Ko- 
rea. To qualify one had to ma- 
ture in a higher vacancy in a com- 
petent manner for a total of 
six months. He could then have a 





go at the next rank! But 





higher 
as must all good deals, this came to 


cers; in fact, he doesn’t even have 
to be as good. He must merely 
meet the special and limited quali- 
fications for that particular grab- 
bag. The painful fact is that other 
officers weren’t even considered 
even though they may have pos- 
sessed the same QOEI, length of 
service, and promotion potential.” 

I can’t begrudge those fortunate 
few their higher rank, but neither 
tan I condone a system which per- 
mits this to take place. And it 
isn’t just once, but time after 
time. : 

Is all this bad for morale, or is 
it just me? Look around and the 
answer is evident. Company grade 
Regulars are resigning in droves, 
especially the very junior ones who 
haye only one “hump” after an- 
other to look forward to. How 
many Reserves and ROTC lieuten- 
ants are seeking or accepting Regu- 
lar commissions? Almost none, 
and rarely those of the highest cali- 
ber. What a change from other 
days and other times. 

Congress still has a great deal of 
uncompleted legislation which, if 
passed, will improve the Army’s 
lot. But the ul -truth is that 
in the field of promotions, both of- 
ficer and enlisted, as well as other 
fertile fields, the fault, and the 
means for correcting them lie with- 
in the Department of Army. 

It would be wonderful to hope 
that some day a “hard, but fair” 
system will evolve governing not 
only promotions but all the soft 
spots which now exist. One in 
which age, component, present as- 
signment, and other petty factors 
would .fade into the :background 
and where ability, merit, loyalty, 
potential —. and genuine seniority 
too — would govern’ for one and 
for all, 

It is too much to hope for. The 
snafu will continue. I’m looking 
for another boss.

Special Forces CO Terms 
Hale Ideal Training Site 


CAMP HALE, Colo.—The rugged 
terrain of Camp Hale can’t be beat 
for training Special Forces to 
drop behind the front and cut en- 
emy supply lines, according to Col. 
William J. Mullen, Jr., CO of the 
Tith Special Forces Group from 
Fort Bragg, N. C. 


Mullen flew to Fort Carson, 
Colo., from Bragg Sept. 7 to inspect 
the second detachment of the 77th 
here for seven weeks special 
training in mountain and cold 
weather operations. 


The rough terrain of Hale par- 
ticularly impressed Mullen. He ex- 
plained that in moutnainous coun- 
try, the valleys and passes are the 
life line of an army.

To Fight Behind Enemy Lines 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—Members of the 77th Special Forces Group who wear the 


distinctive green beret are real tough boys. 


The Army only recently revealed 
that this group, part of which is 
now training at Fort Carson; and 
another like it in Germany, are 
being trained to act as guerrillas 
behind enemy lines. 

This is the first time the Army 
has created a unit with the specific 
mission of dropping behind or in- 
filtrating enemy lines to act as and 
organize guerrilla forces. 

Other units such as the Rangers 
and Commandos, after which the 


Special Forces were patterned, 
were used mainly as ‘shock troops. 
They never were intended to be 
used behind the lines for any 
length of time. 

Special Forces personnel, how- 
ever, are trained to fight and lead 
local. guerrilla groups many miles 
behind the enemy’s front. Usually 
they are dropped on their objective 
by parachute. . 

Right now, a team of Special 
Forces personnel are being trained 
in mountain fighting techniques by 
Carson’s Mountain and Cold Weath- 
er Training Command. One team 
completed its training late last 
month, and three other teams will 
train later in the year. 

Mountain training is being given 
in conjunction with Exercise Lode 
Star, 4 nine-month mountain and 
winter exercise being conducted 
this year and early next at Carson 
and Camp Hale, Carson’s mountain 
sub-post near the Continental Di- 
vide high in Colorado’s Rockies. 

During the initial phase of Lode 
Star, the Special Forces troops will 
study and train in such subjects 
as mountain operations in high al- 
titudes, aerial and tramway supply 
and evacuation, tactical air sup- 
port, pack mule operations and 
mountain climbing. 

Aim of Special Forces is to 
have each man trained in nearly 
all the jobs performed by mem- 
bers of this team. And in sharp 
contrast to the training in Col-

orade is the training given in the 
coastal bogs near the Marine base 
at Camp Lejeune, N. C. The lat- 
ter training includes phases of 
living off the land. The men

Understandably, Special Forces 
troops are given thorough training 
in techniques of evasion, escape 
and survival. ~-Since they work 
mostly behind enemy lines, they 
are of course more exposed to cap- 
ture. 

Those captured on training ma- 
neuvers are given a-realistic idea 
of what it would be like to be cap- 
tured by a real enemy, right down 
to attempts at “brainwashing.”

jing a camera along is no guar- 


antee that ring pictures will be 
good. There have oe lots of 

great ei ec cameras 
i allied eq ay cons but they 
still require a n to operate 
them. It’s sad but true that lots of 
people come back from trips and 
all of their pictures are either out 
of focus, under or overexposed, or 
just plain not there. 

Since your camera doesn’t get 
much use, check it well before 
you leave home, Try the knobs, 
click the shutter up close to 
your ear using both the fastest 
and the slowest speeds. If the 
camera has a rangefinder check 
it against the scale, at both six 
feet and infinity. If the range- 
finder checks out at. these dis- 
tances then the rest of the dis- 
tances have to be correct. 


Exposure meters can get out of 
adjustment easily, so check yours, 
under a variety of lighting con- 
ditions, both good and bad. 


If there is anything that doesn’t 
“look right” to you, take your 
camera to a good photo repair- 
man and make sure it’s perfect 
before you leave. A sticky shutter, 
or inaccurate rangefinder will 
ruin every picture you take. 

I recommend that you take 
most of your film with you from 
home. Not that you can’t buy film 
where you are going, but you 
might have to buy a brand you 
are not familiar with and prob- 
ably it will be more expensive. 
You won't have any trouble with 
customs in crossing borders, they 
are very lenient with amateur 
photographers. 

If you are going to stay ina 
one place for three or four days 
plan to have a roll of black and 
white flim deveolped, If your 
camera still needs adjustment 
you can do that on spot, or if 
your negatives are wrongly ex- 
posed you can make corrections. 

Color can’t be handled as quick- 
ly and you should bring that back 
with you and send it to a proces- 
sing plant you know. 

Keep your camera handy and 
ready to shoot quickly. If you are 
flying then keep it right on your 
lap or in the rack above you.

Giant Tramway 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A 5000-foot aerial tramway, 
2800 feet of it to a man-made island in the sea, will soon be 
built by Fort Belvoir Engineers at Little Creek, Va. 


Two 90-ton barges loaded with 
troops and supplies left Gunston 
Cove here last weekend for the 
three-day trip to Little Creek. An- 
other land convoy from Belvoir 
joined them this week. 

The 90-day operation is designed 
as an Army Engineer service test 
of an aerial tramway system—ship 
to shore cargo service—to include 
construction and operation. 

The tramway will be built by the 
497th Engr. Port Const. Co. and 
the 9829th Port Const. unit, units 
of the Engineer Center.

EXTENSIVE SERVICE and com- 
bat tests will be conducted by the 
Engineers, including an amphibious 
landing under simulated combat 
conditions. These tests, officials 
here stated, will determine how 
efficiently an aerial tramway can 
be built and operated over unim- 
proved beaches, destroyed port 
sites, of where no port facilities 
are available. 

The Army Transportation Corps 
will also operate the tramway for 
10 days, and will dismantle and 
package the system for storage. 
Naval forces at Little Creek are 





supplying base and emergency sup- 
port, and the Military Sea Trans- 
portation Service will supply two 
DeLong Piers—sea islands — to 


which the tramway will be 
anchored at sea.

eee 9 to push government-wide professional training for 
federal employees were announced last week by chgir- 
man Philip Young of the Civil Service Commission. 


Young also said that early next 
year the administration will send to 
Congress its proposals for provid- 
ing federal workers with outside 
training in colleges and industry. 

At the same time the govern- 
ment will expand and step up in- 
service training for federal work- 
ers, he declared. 

Young said that government 
leaders hope to provide employees 
with greater opportunities f6r ad- 
vancement and, in addition, im- 
prove the efficiency of the federal 
service. 

Young also said that the admin- 
istration will make a strong bid for 
further fringe benefits, including 
group health and medical insur- 
ance, higher pay for top-level em- 
ployees, which could have the ulti- 
mate effect of helping to raise sal- 
aries all down the line, and retire- 
ment liberalization. 

Broader retirement _ benefits 
might not be all peaches and 
cream, however. 

It has been estimated that sup- 
plemental social security coverage 
for federal employees eventually 
would cost them as much as 7.5 
percent of their salaries annually 
instead of the current six percent. 

” * a 


WOULD GREATER family sur- 
vivorship and annuity benefits be 
worth the extra cost to Govern- 
ment workers? Some federal offi- 
cials say “definitely yes.” 

They also say that it would be 
a mistake to under-play the fact 
that workers eventually would 
have to pay more in order to get 
such increased benefits. 

Rightly or wrongly; they say 
that many federal employees have 
grown suspicious of any plan 
which purportedly gives them more 
for less. 

Coordinated Civil Service retire- 
ment and social security coverage 
actually would cost somewhat less 
at the outset — which is the point 
that’s been played up. Little has 
been said about the greater costs 
which would follow: 

What's in it for you? We'll know 
better when the entire subject gets 
a complete airing before Congress 
early next year. 








DISABLED Ameérican Veterans 
has called for more reliance on the 
merit system in filling postmaster- 
ship and rural carriers’ jobs. DAV’s 
demand was made in the form of 
a unanimously adopted resolution 
at the group’s annual national con- 
vention in Des Moines last month. 

The resolution said that “there 
have been numerous instances” 
where men who qualify for a post- 
mastership after open examination 
are “unsatisfactory to the county 
committee of the majority political 
party” and consequently are turned 
down. 

The acting postmaster or rural 
carrier, who has not qualified for 
his job through any examination 
whatever, “is retained in the job 
indefinitely”. even though better 
men are available, DAV continued. 

“That is neither in accord with 
the merit system nor the Veterans 
Preference Act,” the group 
charged. 

DAV demanded that Congress 
limit the tenure of an acting post- 
master or rural carrier to one year. 

John W. Burris; National direc- 
tor of employment for DAV, said 
that DAV will work with other 
major Veterans’ organizations for 
the enactment of such legislation 
next year.

OFFICIALS of the Civil Service 
Commission predict that the per- 
centage of federal employees who 
hold Civil ‘Service status soon will 
climb to an all-time high. 


There are some two million gov- 
ernment jobs covered by the com- 
petitive merit system and, before 
Korea, slightly less than 90 percent 
were filled by employees with stat- 
us. 

When the war came along and 
agencies won the authority to fill 
such jobs directly, the percentage 
of status employees slumped to 59 
percent. ‘ 

As of last June, however, the 
percentage had risen to 88 percent, 
and will continue to increase to at 
least 91 percent during the next 
few months, officials say.

Army Issues 
New Medical 
War History 


WASHIN STON .—Publication of 
the -second series of volumes de- 
scribing activities of the Army 
Medical Department during War 
II was announced last week by 
the Department of the Army. 

Entitled “United States Army 
Dental Service in World War II,” 
the new work, published under 
direction of the Surgeon General 
of the Army, describes. the early 
history of the Dental Corps, the 
problems involving procurement, 
training and assignment of person- 
nel. The book also goes into de- 
tail about obtaining, distributing 
and maintaining equipment, sup- 
ples and dental facilities through- 
out the world during the war. 

The Army provided dental care 
for some 8,000,000 men and women 
between 1941 and 1945. This serv- 
ice was given by a Dental corps 
which had expanded from 250 offi- 
cers in 1939 to a peak of 15,000. 
during the war.

Sill Restorés 
Old Laundry 
Pay System 


FORT SILL, Okla. — Quarter- 
master laundry has returned to the 
policy of letting enlisted men have 
their laundry bills deducted from 
their pay at the end of each month 
after using the pay-in-advance plan 
for nearly five years. 

The reinstated plan, which elim- 
inates handling of money by unit 
supply sergeants, is providing 
faster service to Sill enlisted men 
as well as more efficient use of 
laundry facilities, George A. Hum- 
phrey, superintendent of the post 
laundry, said. 

Men who have signed up for the 
plan are entitled to send up to 
one laundry bundle per week 
through unit supply rooms for a 
fee of $4 per month. 

7 +. 


THE NEW SYSTEM, which has 
been used the past year in the 
Third Army area on an experiment- 
al basis, eliminates the old 50 cent 
bundle. Bundles under the new 
system are limited to 25 pieces 
plus laundry bag, the same as the 
old dollar bundles.- 

No money will be exchanged. 
Men desiring to pate in the 
new service notify their unit sup- 
ply sergeants, who make up 
laundry rosters. These rosters are 
used by post finance to make the 
necessary pay deductions at the 
end of each month. 

Persons enrolled in the serv- 
ice who are transferred on post 
will have their laundry service 
transferred with them. Men trans- 
ferred off post in the middle of a 
month will be able to apply prior 
deductions to laundry service at 
other posts if the post has QM 
laundry. No refunds will be made. 

Piece rate service is not 4f- 
fected by the new plan. Men are 
offered a choice of the monthly 
deduction or piece rate service, 
Officers still must use piece rate 
service. 

Only personal clothing may be 
sent through the supply rooms. As 
in the past, dependents’ clothing 
must be sent at piece rates.

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Ft. Sill Tests TV 
For Fire Control 


FORT SILL, Okla.—Television, generally considered to 
be a means of entertainment, may be used in the future by 
the Army in getting a closer look at enemy ‘positions. 





If current experiments are suc- 
cessful, a cameraman, equipped 
with a tactical camera may supple- 
ment the eyes of the artillery ob- 
server. 

The job of the artillery observer, 
who in combat zones is dug in close 
16 enemy lines, is to scan the enemy 
area and locate likely targets for 
the artillery. 

Tests recently conducted on Fort 
Sill’s North Arbuckle Range were 
made as a study of how well a 
specially made tactical. camera 
could do the same job.

IN COMBAT SITUATIONS, the 
artillery observer, upon location of 
an enemy emplacement notifies his 
fire direction center (FDC). Com- 
munications is either by telephone 
or radio. The FDC then detérmines 
the necessary data to bring fire 
upon the target. 

The fundamental job of comput- 
ing by the FDC basically is not 
changed when television is intro- 
duced. However, the method is 
somewhat different. 

The TV cameraman scans enemy 
territory with a tactical camera 
from a camouflaged position: Then, 
upon spotting an enemy target, he 
makes a “close-up” of it. 

The picture is sent by cable or 
microwave to a television screen 
atthe FDC. The location could then 
be determined by the FDC in one 
of two ways. 

First, terrain features on the 
sci¢en compared with a map of 
the target area would allow the 
fire direction officer to plot the 
position of the target or, the TV 
cameraman observer and the FDC 
could agree on-a specific line of 
direction and the cameraman 
eould notify the FDC where the 
target is, in relation to this line.

Hamilton pointed out that 
theugh regular TV studio cameras 
are being used at Sill, his agency, 
Signal Corps Pictorial Center in 
New York, has a smaller more 
rugged tactical field camera. The 
new lightweight ifistrument can 
be hhand-carried and its accessories 
stored in a jeep.

we has been called many things—the Crossroads of 
the Pacific, the Gibraltar of America, the Paradise of 
the Pacific, and simply “The Rock.” It is at once a garden 
spot, a vacationland, and a key military base. For the 
Ameriean military man and his family, going to Hawhii 
is like having a dream come true, and, déspite hard work 
and prices that tend to bring stark reality. to the dream, 
it is an assignment that nearly lives up to its advance billing. 


Hawaii is an overseas station 
only because it takes five days 
on the ocean to get there. Once 
there, you will find that the peo- 
ple are a greater mixture of 
races, the customs more exotic 
and the climate more delicate 
than many places “on the. main- 
land,” but it still is a station in 
the United States. 

Whether in the Army, Navy, 
or Air Force, you will probably 
live on the island of Oahu. The 
territory is named after its larg- 
est island, which is the site of 
the second largest city in the 
islands, but nearly all military 
personnel are stationed on Oahu. 
There are- some training areas 
on the island of Hawaii, and 
there are rest and recreation cen- 


ters'on a couple of the other: 


islands, but the -latter are all 
temporary ‘stations except’ for a 


-handful of caretaker personnel.. 


You can expect to land in Hono- 
lulu, and to live in or close to 
the city during your entire stay 
in the islands. 

The trip to Hawaii is normally 
by ship. Occasionally, military 
personnel arriving on the West 
€oast will find that their orders 


have been changed to air travel. * 


Less, often, their dependents will 
get the same treatment.- But 


most people can count on travel- 
ing by ship, taking five days for 
the trip. If it is winter, you will 
need warm clothes. for the first 
two days of the voyage. During 
the summer months, the entire 
cruise is through near - tropic 
weather. 

Oahu is a small, mountainous 
island, approximately 40 miles 
leng and 10 miles wide. The city 
of Honolulu was originally built 
on a basin-shaped piece of coast- 
al plain, but since the war it has 

spread out into the foothills and 
up the mountain slopes. 

Most Navy people tiving in gov- 
ernment quarters will be in or 
clese to Pearl Harbor, which is 
a few miles from the city. Army 
and Air Force. families will be 
out on the edges of the moun- 
fains. ‘Those who decide to live 
in private houses—or find that 
they have to—will be in or near 
the city, but since the island is 
small, they won’t be too far from 
their duty stations, no matter 
where they may be located. 


Housing 

Housing ranges from very good 
to fair. Permanent-type govern- 
ment quarters are excellent, tem- 
porary public quarters are pretty 


ture—and you can have the lat- 
ter, too, if you don’t mind hard, 
narrow GI beds. 7 
Private housing is normally 
unfurnished except for stove and 
refrigerator, and rentals range 
from $70 a month for one bed- 
room to $150 or so for three or 
four bedréoms. Utilities are ex- 
tra. Furnished houses rent for 
about $20 to $50 more, depend- 
ing on the size of the house. 
‘There are also some “Lanham 
Act” quarters (Hawaii Housing 
Authority) available near the 
military installations. Rents on 


these are normally lower than | 


on private rental property, but 
the houses are entirely unfur- 
nished, so you will. have to pro- 
vide your own. stove and refrig- 
erator, as well as everything else. 


Household Goods 


You will want to take all or 
most of your own belongings to 
Hawaii with you. Be sure to in- 
clude in your hold baggage 
enough silver, cooking utensils, 
dishes and linen to carry you 
for several weeks, since house- 
hold goods will reach you slowly. 
You will want to ship your own 
beds and your living room furni- 
ture, if nothing else. 

Don’t take upholstered chairs 
and sofas, nor good woolen rugs; 
since the climate raises hob with 
such items. Most people find 
that wicker, rattan, or similar 
tropical living room furniture is 
best, since the damp climate does 
not affect it. For the floors, good 
cotton or fiber rugs are most sat- 
isfactory. Woolen ones mildew 
and rot out. 


Climate 


In fact, you should keep the 
climate in mind in all your plan- 
ning for the trip. It seldom gets 
hotter than 85 degrees in Hawaii, 
seldom lower than 65, In win- 
ter, the average high is 76, and 
the low is 66. 

But it rains a good deal, usual- 
ly in sudden brief showers. The 
weather bureau’ has estimated 
that in the spring (March 
through May) .it rains an aver- 
age of 36 days in Honolulu; in 


summer, 37 days; fall, 40 days;~ 


and winter, 39 days. Out of the 
city, on the mountain slopes, it 
rains even more frequently. 
The high humidity is rough on 
pa pears furniture, leather

A washing machine is a ‘must. 
There ‘is a scarcity’ of. water on 
Oahu, - but, in the residential 
areas, it is in good supply. Be- 
cause it rains so much, a dryer 
is convenient, although not . 
necessity. , 

It is wise to. take nice ap- 
pliances with you from the main- 
land, since they are cheaper ‘in 
San Francisco, Des Moines, or 
New York than they are.in Hono- 
lulu. ' Shipping costs over the 
2,400 miles from San Francisco 
are passed on to the Hawaiian 
consumer. Furniture, however, 
is manufactured in the islands, 
so it is best to buy there. By 


shopping carefully and buying - 


the local crafts, you can do an 
interesting and comfortable job 
of decorating at nominal expense. 


Foodstuffs 


Commissaries are well stocked 
with standard items of canned 
and’ packaged goods, and they 
also take advantage of the Quar- 
termaster’s shrewd buying of 
fresh produce on the local mar- 
ket. 

‘Another advantage of the com- 
missaries in Hawaii is that you 
can shop from one to another. 
Unlike commissary privileges on 
mainland stations, you can buy 
in any one on the island. 

All personnel and 
their dependents seven years old 
and older get Privilege Identifi- 
cation Cards, which admit them 
to any military base in Hawaii, 
let them attend any military thea- 
ter, shop in any PX, ship’s ex- 
change or commissary, buy at 
any military gasoline aalen and 

generally enjoy all the privileges 
of military life anywhere in the 
islands.

CAMP GORDON, 
Training Aids! 

Spread over several blocks here 
at Camp Gordon and throughout 
eight buildings is one of the show- 
places of The Southeastern Signal 
School—a~“‘must” on the tour list 
of official visitors and a section 
which touches the work of every 
Signal student passing through the 
school. Here, among the whirr of 
band saws, the smell of fresh 
paint, the glow of vacuum tubes, 
and the quiet of a drafting room, 
TSESS’s Training Aids Branch 
turns out hundreds of classroom 
guides to improve instruction in 
military communications. 

Some of these training aids are 
the familiar wall charts and post- 
ers; others are mock-ups, such as 
a telephone many times life-size, 
or a scale model of a complete tele- 
phone exchange. Here are the con- 
ventional photographic slides, along 
with a unique Training Aids prod- 
uct, “dynamic overhead projection 
slides,” slides with movable parts.

THE IDEA OF -WHAT consti- 
tutes an aid to training is a broad 
one.

THE TRAINING AIDS BRANCH 
maintains complete carpentry, ma- 
chinery, and electrical - sections, 
each with adequate hand and power 
tools for all phases of wood, metal; 
and plastic working. Sometimes 
these sections are able te build

hand, plus “scrap” parts salvaged 
from obsolete aids. Considerable 
savings to taxpayers has resulted. 

The art section handles special 
machine lettering processes. Last- 
ly, shipping will complete any 
framing needed for the training 
aid and prepare it for pick-up by 
the course representatives. 

The 30-odd civilians and 20 of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the 
branch are all specialists. On “big 
pushes” they are shifted around as 
the need arises. Some have been 
trained on-the-job by the Army, 
others came to their posts with 
considerable civilian experience. 
The number of college, graduate, 
and professional degrees among 
branch personnel is very high.

Info School 
Staff Wears 
New Crest 


FORT SLOCUM, N. Y. — The 
Army Information School has re- 
ceived approval of a school crest 
a is worn by all staff person- 
nel. 

The crest consists of a white 
shield, with a disk of blue at its 
center inclosing three stars of 
white. Extending from the disk 
are three rays of blue that reach 
to the upper left and lower right 
corners of the crest. Atop the 
emblem a golden lamp of knowl- 
edge sits on a wreath of blue and 
white. About the bottom of the 
shield hangs a golden banner up- 
on which are inscribed the words 
“Army Information School.” 


Colors for the crest were drawn 
from those of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania where the school 
was. located at Carlisle Barracks 
from 1946 until 1951. The disk is 
symbolic of the world, the color 
blue represents the truth con- 
tained therein, the rays that ex- 
tend to upper right and lower left 
are emblematic of the truth that 
can be spread over the world. 

The lamp at the apex has been 
a symbol of knowledge since the 
time of Homer. The wreath under 
the lamp is a heraldic manner of 
identifying the principal color 
and metal. 

Extending from the lower por- 
tion of the crest is the inscribed 
banner which is a traditional 
heraldic method of identification. 
Each branch of the service, (Army, 
Navy, and Air Force), is repre- 
sented on the crest by a star in 
the blue disk.

CAMP GORDON, Ga. — The new 
obstetric section of Camp Gor- 
don’s hospital — which opened re- 
cently following five months of 
intensive construction and remod- 
eling — is a miracle of planned 
efficiency for patient comfort, plus 
innovations for dads and other 
visitors. It allows new mothers 
to use the “rooming-in” plan. 

The U-shaped clinic, which aver- 
ages 100 births a month, utilizes 
two of the old wards with the con- 
nector, which is new. This U- 
shape allows all activities of the 
section to be contained within it- 
self by means of an inside corri- 
dor. Formerly, the section was in 
two wards, and patients had to be 
moved down an outside corridor 
to go from the pre-natal to post- 
natal sections. 

The OB section is staffed by 
three obstetricians, headed by Lt.

DIVIDED into three sections, the 
clinic is set up for the expectant 
mother to be admitted directly to 
the labor and delivery side, which 
contains four labor rooms, two de- 
livery rooms, two sterilization 
rooms (one for instruments, one 
for baby’s formula) a doctor’s 
suite, nurses’ dressing room, 
nurses’ office, and storage rooms. 

Following delivery, the mother 
is moved around the U to either 
a private room if she has elected 
to use the “rooming-in” plan, or 
on to the general ward with 15 
beds if she has not. The baby, 
meanwhile, has been moved te 
the center of the U; the nursery 
section. 


The nursery has a section which 
will care for as many as 12 prema- 
ture babies, and a section to ac- 
commodate 30 babies of normal 
birth. The nursery also has an 
isolation section for children bora 
outside the clinic. 

The “rooming-in” plan allows 
the mother to keep her baby ia 
her room with her and te pre- 
vide entirely for its care, after 
24 hours, under the supervision 
of an Army nurse. This plan 
also gives Dad a chance to be- 
come acquainted with his child, 
and to learn many of the things 
he will need to know. 


Usually this plan is chosen 
mothers having their first chil 
Mothers choosing the plan go on 
the general ward. 

Normally a mother stays in the 
air-conditioned clinic for a full five 
days. To make this stay more 
pleasant, one end of the U has been 
furnished to provide a small din- 
ing toom and living room, with 
comfortable chairs and a TV set. 

Two new features, a waiting 
room for Dads, and the three view- 
ing windows of the nursery, are 
being well received. The old clinic 
had no place for Dad to wait, so 
he sat in the car, or paced the out. 
side corridor, and children under 
12 years couldn’t see their brothers 
or sisters until they were dis- 
charged to go home. With the 
viewing windows, visitors (even 
children under 12) may enter the 
outside corridor and look in on 
the newcomer.

discharge their ready Reserve ob- 
ligation and qualify for transfer 
to the Standby Reserve, are liable 
to recall to active duty for 45 days 
if they do not maintain satisfactory 
participation in Reserve training. 
Eight-year men will be given 
one chance to mend their ways, if 
they fail to participate satisfactor- 
ily. The first time, they'll be called 
to: active duty for 45 days. If they 
repeat their offense, they will be 
reported to local Draft Boards for 
induction as delinquents. 
Under the draft laws, delin- 
quents are the first called to fill 
local draft quotas, going ahead 
éven of those who “volunteer” for 
induction. 


THE PLAN spells out a_long- 
rumored report that not all ROTC 
graduates will put in two years’ 
active duty, All will be commis- 
sioned, however. 

“Those excess to active Army 
requirements will Be given six 
months’ active duty for training, 
following which they will com- 
plete their remaining obligation in 
the Ready Reserve as directed by 
competent authority,” the plan 
says. 

This group will not only form 
the junior officer nucleus. for Re- 
serve units under the eight-year 
program, but will also be used in 
the six-month training program as 
training and unit officers, after 
they have finished basic branch 
training. 

Active Army personnel assigned 
as trainers will be helped out by 
eight-year men who have com- 
pleted basic and individual train- 
ing.. These youngsters will be 
called assistant trainers.

TO TRAINING COMPANIES 
which will handle the six-month 
trainees, the Army is to assign 
men who meet the following 
standards: 
“A. Qutstanding leadership and 
personality characteristics.

“The following are desirable 
prerequisites,” says the plan, “to 
extent possible if otherwise quali- 
fied:

Bliss to Handle Own Offenders 
Under New Texas Liquor Law 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—Procedures for handling military offenders under the new 
Texas liquor law were discussed at a recent meeting between E] Paso, state and Fort 
Bliss officials, military officials arfnounced this week. 





The new law, which went into 
effect Sept. 7, makes it unlawful 
for any person under the age of 
21 to purchase any alcoholic bev- 
erage, or possess or consume such 
beverage in any public place. A 
fine of from $10 to $100 is pro- 
vided in case of conviction. 

An Army spokesman said the 
new Liquor Control Act creates 
no new problems for the military 
since existing post regulations pro- 
hibit the purchase, sale, receipt, 
possession or drinking of alcoholic 
beverages by Bliss military per- 
sonnel under 21 years of age, eith- 
er within or outside the limits of 
the reservation.

UNDER PROCEDURES agreed 
upon during the three-way con- 
ference, any Bliss military per- 
sonnel arrested for violation of 
the liquor law will be taken to 
police headquarters, booked and 
questioned as to where he came 
into possession of the beverage 
and the identity of the person who 
sold it to him. He will then be 
turned over to Bliss authorities 
for appropfiate action. 

Military Police and liquor con- 
trol officers will be given sworn 
and signed statements in the case. 

Lt. Col. Alanson T. Leland, Bliss 
Provost Marshal, expressed his 
satisfaction with the agreement, 
saying that the arrangement is 
advantageous to all concerned be- 
cause it saves the taxpayers’ 
money, saves time and affords 
needed evidence.

nlisted men of the Army have on many occasions submitted ingenious contrivances 


that have all but turned the tide 
of wars. 

One of the first to be reported 
in the military logs of the United 
States dates back to the Revolu- 
tion. At the time, soldiers were 
given, as part of their diet, a brand 
of soap,.a forerunner of the pastel- 
colored bricks issued to the troops 
of today. 

Faced with the monoteny of 
preparing this delicacy day after 
dreary day, one Silas Schnook, a 
corporal with Support Company, 
544th Valley Ferge Regiment, is 
said to have submitted a list 
of recipes on variations of prep- 
arations to the Department of 
the Army for approval. 

One of his menus was a con- 
coction made with lightly browned 
bread and the soap mixed with 
flour and water. It hit the spot 
with General Washington’s fight- 
ers and was soon affectionately 
named “Soap on a Shingle.” 

Later, during the Civil War, Pvt. 
Glenn Plodwaddile, a direct heir of 
Schnook’s inventive skills, upon 
learning his New Orleans unit was 
to move to Kentucky to repel the 
Union forces, began listing possible 
uses of the famed bluegrass as a 
field expedient for wheat. Though 
this was mentioned in the organi- 
zation’s records, evidence of ac- 
tual use was never proven. 

However, the combat diary of 
the opposing outfit mentions some- 
thing that may indicate the usage.
